In an Office Action mailed April 18, 2007, the Examiner indicated that the IDS 
filed 1 1/16/2006 failed to comply with 37 CFR 1.98 because applicant submitted a 
blank IDS with nothing to initial. Applicant did, in fact, submit a completed IDS form.
